no ther Place to ſatisfy the ordinary Neceſſi- 
ties of Nature but that. We made Water in 
the Middle of this Room, where the Collection 
of theſe Waters made a kind of Sea: And the 
Momen had no better Convenience in their Stage, 
there being this only Difference between tbem 
and us, that their Waters ran from their high 
Room through the Planks into ours, where all 
thoſe Gifrene Waters mixed together. For the 
other Excrements, our only Convenience was a 
large Basket, which was ſcarce emptied above 
once a Weck; whereby an innumerable Swarm 
of Worms were bred, which covered the Pave- 
ment, and came even upon our Beds. While 1 
ſtaid in this Priſon, the Care which I took to 
1 have it cleanſed, rendred it a little leſs horrible; 
but altho' I often cauſed even fo Pitchers of U- 
tine to be caſt out in one Day, yet the Stink 
| craſed not to be very great. _ 
| Scarce was I ſhut up in this fad Dwelling, but 
making a ſerious Reflexion upon my Unhappineſ: $3 
I caGily diſcovered the Cauſe, and reſolved to for- 
get wikis which might contribute to my En- 
largement. My Friends continually told me, that 
my beſt and readieſt Way to recover my Liberty, 
was to confeſs voluntarily, and at eg what 1 
n had N my Ruin.

HE Commiſſary had not found me a Cri-

not the Intention of the Governor and the Black 
Friar, this Father vi all theſe Laws, had 
accuſed me as a dogmatizing Heretick; he might 
have ſent me to the Inquiſition of Goa immedi:

A Lthough one great part of che Galliots and 
Barques were not yet arrived from Diu 


and Cambaia, the General, Lewis de Mello, ceaſ- 
ed not to give the Signal of Departure to thoſe 


which were then at Daman, From whence we 


parted the firſt Day of the Year 1674, with a 
Deſign: to go to Bacam, to wait there till the 
reſt of the Fleet ſhould join us, as the Wind was 


| favourable, and that we had not above twenty 


Leagues to ſail, we arrived there on the Morrow, 
and had no ſooner let down our Anchors, but all 
the Priſoners were immediately landed, and carri- 


ed into the Priſons of that Town, to be kept 


there all the while the Ships ſhould remain in 


the Haven. I was carried thither with the reſt, 


One of my Friends, who had bcen ſettled a while 
ſince at Bacaim, having in vain endeavoured to 
obtain Leave to ſee me, aſſured me by a Letter, 
that he had alſo much Difficulty to let me know 
the Part which he took in my Misfortune, 


The Priſon of Bacaim is leſs rafty, and larger 
than that of Daman; we found there a good 
Number of Companions in Miſery, whom the 
. Father.

Father-Commiſſary of the Inquiſition in that 
Town had detained Priſoners a long time, wait- 
ing for a fit Occaſion. to ſend them to Goa, 
They were all chained as we were. They put 
us aboard the 7th of the ſame Month, and all the 
Fleet being met together, and ſufficiently pro- 
vided. with all Things neceſſary, we weighed An» 
chors, and made Sail the next Day, - + 

There happened nothing remarkable to us du» 
ring the reſt of the Voyage. We ſailed always 
in fight of Land, and the Wind being pretty-fa» 
vourable to us, we arrived on the 14th at the Bar 
of Goa. Our Captain having immediately given 
Advice to the Inquiſitors, we landed the next 
Day, and were carried to the Inquiſition. But be- 
cauſe there was no Audience on that Day, one 
of the Officers of the Houſe cauſed us to be car- 
ried into the ordinary Priſon ; that is, into th 
Priſon of the Archbiſhop of Goa. This Priſon 
is called in Portugueſe, al Fouvar. I entred one 
of the firſt, and ſaw all our untortunate;Compa» 
nions arrive by degrees, and meet together, after 
their Diſperſion during the Voyage. | 

This Priſon is the moſt rafty, the moſt dark, 
and the moſt horrible of all which I ever ſaw ; 
and I doubt whether a more naſty and horrible 
Priſon can any where be found. It is a kind of 
Cave, wherein there is no Day ſeen but by a ve- 
ry little Paſſage; the moſt ſubtle Rays of the 
Sun cannot enter into it, and there is never a- 
ny true Light in it. The Stink of it is extreme, 
for there is no other Place for the Neceſſities 
of the Priſoners, than a dry Pit upon the Floor, 
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in the Middle of the Cave, which a Man dare 
ſcarce Approach, infomuch as part of the Ordure 
remained upon the {ide of the Pit, and the great- 


eſt part of the Priſoners went not ſo far, but 


eaſed themſelves round about it. When Night 
came I durſt not venture to lay my ſelf down, 


as fearing the Vermin, whereof bs Priſon was 


full, and of the Ordures, wherewith it was ſcat- 
tered all over, but was forced to paſs away the 


Night, leaning againſt a Wall. Nevertheleſs, as 


horrible as this Dwelling was, I ſhould have pre- 
ferred it to the private and lightſome Chambers of 
the Holy Inquiſition; becauſe there was Compa-

I faw all my Hopes to vaniſh, when on the 16th 


Day of Faxuary, an Officer came at eight of the 


Clock in the Morning, with Order to carry us 
to the Holy Houſe: Which was immediately 
put into Execution, It was net without great 


Trouble that I got to the Place whither they 
8 5 | ; | 
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conducted me, becauſe; of the Irons I had upon 
my Legs, Yet were we in this lamentable E- 
quipage forced to walk the whole Way from the 
al Jouvar to the Tnquifition. Being helped to 
aſcend the Stairs, I entred with my Companions 
into the great Hall, where we found Smiths, 
who took our Irons off; after which I was firſt 
called to Audience. 
Aſter I had croſſed the Hall, I paſſed in an 
Antichamber, and. from thence to 1 Place 
where my Judge was. This Place, which is cal 
led by the Portugueze, Mela de Santo Officia, that 
is, the Table of the Holy Office, was ſpread with 
diverſe Picces of Taffeta, ſome Blue, others O- 
range-colour. At one of the Ends was placed a 
great Grucifix in Relievo, which — almoſt 
to the Plancher, There is in the middle of the 
Chamber a great Scaffold, upon which is placed 
a Table about 15 Foot long and 4 broad, and 
round about Rails, even upon the Scaffold. * 2 
one of the Ends ot this Table, and upon tbe 
Side of the Crucifix, was the Secretary firting* 
upon a folding Stool. I was placed at the other 
End, over againſt the Secretary: Juſt by me, 
and on my right Hand, was within a Rail the 
Grand Inguiſitor of the Indies, called Franciſco © ³ü 
Del Gudo > Mates, a Secular Prieſt, about 189 
Years old; becauſe of the two 1 mquifitor's Which 
are ordinarily at Goa, the Second, Which is al- 
ways a Religious of the Order of St. Dominick, 
was gone a little before into Portugal, and that 
ome had been .. named to fopply his Place. 
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and ſome Pieces of Gold which I had ſowed up 
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As ſoon as I was entred into the Chamber 
of Audience, I caſt my — 10 the 22 of my 
Judge, imagining to mollifie him by this hum- 
ble poſture: But he would not ſuffer me to 
continue in that Poſture, commanding me to 
ariſe. Then having asked my Name, and my 


Profſeſſion, he enquired whether I knew for what 


Reaſon I had been arreſted, and adviſed me to de- 


Clare it at large; ſince this was the only Means to 


recover my Liberty ſpeedily. After I had ſa- 
tisſied his two firſt Queſtions, I told him I be- 
lieved I knew the Reaſon of my Detention; and 
that if he would have the Goodneſs to hear me, 
I would accuſe my ſelf upon the ſpot, I mixed 
my Tears with my Prayers, and once more pro- 
ſtrated my ſelf at his Feet: But my Judge, with- 
out being moved, told me it ſignified nothing; 
that he had rhen more important Buſineſs to han- 


dle than mine was; and that he would cauſe me 


to be advertiſed when he ſhould reſume my Af- 


fair: And ſo immediately ringing a little Bell of 
Silver which was before him, he made uſe of it 
| to call the Alcaide, or Jaylor, of the Holy Of- 
ice, who entred into the Chamber, from whence 


he led me, and carried me into a long Gallery 
not far off, whither the Secretary followed us: 


Thither I ſaw my Trunk brought, which was 


opened in my Preſence; they ſearched me alſo 
narrowly, and took from me all which I had a- 
bout me, to my very Buttons, and a Ring which 
I had upon my Finger, without leaving me any 
thing except my Chaplet and my Handkerchief, 
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in one of my Gas, which: they forgot to 
ſearch, "Of all the reſt they immediately made 
a pretty exact Inventory, which afterwards was 
wholly unuſeful to me; for all; that was valuable 
was never reſtored to me, although at that time 
the Secretary had aſſured me, that at my En- 
largement all Ii hogld be faithfully returned into my 
Hands: And the Inguiſitor himſelf had after * * 
oft-times reiterated the ſame Promiſe: + 
This Inventory being finiſhed, the Alcaide took 
me by the Hand, and led me 3 into a 
little Cell of ten Foot ſquare, where I was ſnut 
up all alone, without ſight of any one, till the 
Evening, when they brought me my Supper. 
As I had eaten nothing either this or the fore- 
going Day, I received very gladly what they 
zave to me; and this contributed to give me 
ittle reſt the following Night. When they 
_— the next Day to give me wherewithto breale _ 
y faſt, I asked for my Books and my Combs: 
— I ſoon underſtood that they gave the art 3 1 
to no body, not even the Breviary to Prieftsz © 2 
and that the ſecond were no longer neceſſary to 
me, my Hair being immediately cut off; which 
is done to all the Priſoners of what Condition | 
or Sex ſoever, the firſt Day that they enter into 
l Holy Priſons, or on the.

| 1 ** E Houſe of the Inquiftion,| which the 
Portugueze called Santa Caſa, that is, the 
Holy Houſe, is ſcituated on one Side of the 1 


Space which is before the Cathedral Chureh de- 
dicated to St. Catherine. This Houſe is t 
and magnificent, having in its Front 3 Gates, 
That in the middle is larger than the other, and 
it is by this that they aſcend into the great 
Stair- caſe which leadeth into the Hall before- 
mentioned. The Gates on the Sides lead to the 
Apartments of the Inguiſitors, of which every 
one is large enough to lodge a reaſonable Train. 

There is within it divers other Apartments for 
© the Officers of the Houſe z and in r- far- 
ivided into 
divers Lodgings, in two Stories, ſeparated the 
one from the other by Back- courts. There is 


' a in every Stage a Gallery, one ten Foot ſquare; 


and the Number of theſe Chambers may be in 
all Two hundred. n | 

The little Cells of one of theſe Dormitories 
are dark, without any Window, lower and leſ- 
ſer than the others; and they ſhew'd me them 
one Day, when I complained that I was treated 
with too much Rigour, to let me know that I 
might have been worſe provided than I * 
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The others are ſquare, vaulted, private, 
lightned by Means of a little grate Window, 


which ſhutteth not; and to which the talleſt 


Man cannot reach. The Walls are 


Foot thick ; every Chamber is ſhut with two 


oors, the one on the inſide, and the other on 


the outſide of the Wall; That within conſiſts 


of two folding Leaves, is ſtrong, well bolted, 
and opened from the lower Part like a Grate:

Breakfaft of the Negroes is ordina - 
rily:Cange; which is Water thickned with Rice: 
For their other Meals they always make uſe of 
Rice and Fin. The Mhites or Europeans ure 
better treated: They carry to them in the Mor- 
nim a little ſoft Bread, weighing about three 
Qunces, with fried Fiſh, Fruits, and a Sauſage, 
= it be Sunday, and ſometimes alſo upon Thur 

day. They gave them alſo Fleſh to Dione: on 
thele” two 25 with a little Bread as in the 
Morning; a Plate of Rice with ſome Ragout, 
and much Sawce to mingle with the Rice 


= which is boiled only with Water and Salt. On 


all other Days they -have nothing to Dinner but 
Fiſh, for Supper they bring to them in like 
manner Bread, fried Fiſh, - a Plate of Rice and 
a Ragout of Fiſh or of Eggs, whoſe Sauce may 
be enten with the Rice. As for Fleſh they ne- 
ver Make uſe of it to Supper, not even upon Ba-

ood Commodity in the Iadiet, as for to

CHAP. 2 4 
Whereit i is treated of the Officers of the 1 nquiſition. 


HERE are at Goa two Inquiſitors. The 
- firſt whom they call Inguiſidor mor, or the 
Great Inquifitor, is always a Secular Prieſt, and 
the ſecond a Religious, of the Order of St. Bo- 
minict. The Holy Office hath alſo Officers, whom 
they call Deputies of the Holy Office 3 theſe are 
in greater Number. There is of all Religious 
Orders: They aſſiſt at the Trial of the accuſed 
Perſons, at their Examination and forming of 
cheir Proceſs; but they never come into the 
Tribunal — being ſent for by the Inguiſitor. 
Tbere are others, whom they Nall Calficadores 
of the Holy Officez to whom they aflign the Care 
of examining in Books, the Propoſitions which 
they ſuſpe& to be contrary to the Purity of 
Faith. And theſe aſſiſt not at the Trials, nor 
come to the Tribunals, but only their Report 
concerning the Things which are committed
